(1) During this report!ng period 1 Pebruary - 30 Aipril, the 9th Infantry
Division continued operations in support of missions and tasks either speci-
fied or implied by the following Plgns and Oparational Instructions:

(2) Yhe mission of the 9th Infantry Division is to oonduct sustained, go-
ordinated combinsd atx emd ground operations to destroy Viet Cong (VC) and North
Vietnamosa (NVA) main’ and 1ocal force unive and their installations and infra-
atructure in the TAOI; in olose cooperation and coordination with Task Forocs 117},
execute ground and riverine operations to. interdiect enemy land and water lines
of communication and deny themuse of their base sreas and to destroy targeted
main and local force uniisj oonduct aunsolidatiom and pacification operatioms to
identify and destroy VC guerrilla uniis and infrastructure and secure population
centers and lines of communication in close coordination and cooperation with '
Government of Vietnam (GVN) Forces{ sonduct supporting operations to further the
GVN pacification program by emhancing the capability of he Army of the Rspudblic
of Vietnaw (ANVN), Popular Forces (PF) and Regional Foroes (RF)§ and o contrib.
ute to the health and welfare of the civilian population. The 9th Infantry Di-
vision has sucoessfully acoomplighed this mission by condusting operations in
Gia Dinh, Long in, Go Comg, Dinh Tuong, Kien Tuong, Kien Hoa, Vinh Binh, and

b. () Qumanization

(1) The 9th Infantry Division reorganized two brigade headquarters, sevan
infantry battalions, and two artillery battalions t0 a Riverine MIOE comfigura-
tion during the peried July 1968 - November 1968, During the initial pericd of
the Nobile Riverine Poroe, axoellemt results were achieved-~particularly duriag
TE? 1968. However, the VO progressively sdapted their tactios to counteract
riverine operations until in recent months success in pure riverine operations
bas been sigmificantly redused. 4t this time, of the seven infantry riverine

battalions, only two are afleat..

(2) Mxpsrience conclusively indicates that riverins units. canmmot conduct
extended land based operaticus without additional equipment and persoanel, Con-
versoly, standard inits oma oondact both riverine opsrations from afloat bases
and land operations without significant problems. Bocause of %the roductiom in
operational sffectiveness it was considered ossential to reorganize the river-

ine units.

(3) The 9th Infantry Division requested authority to reorganize ons bri-
gode hesdquarters, five infantry battalions, and. cne artillery pattalici v¢ aten-
daxd artillery and light infantry MIOE. Although the reorganization has been
approved by COMUSMACY, tabular authority hao not been received as of this date.
In the interim the following units are being provisionally reorganiszed:

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(3) 'A division claimy disaster procedure was established. Under this pro-

made, vith immediste assistance givento individusl sqldigrs who wished to file _
claims for their losts or dameged property.

(4) The Manual for Courts-Martial, United States, 1969, became effective
1 January 1969, During this period the Staff Judge Mvocate, by staff visits to
all subordinate units, provided a smooth transition from the ave of the 0ld man~
ual to the nse of the new manual, In addition, supplies of the mew marual were
obtained and distributed in suwfficient quantities to all unite to suable them {0
continue the administration of military justice without undus interruption.

(5) Tue Chief, Military Affairm, Office of the Staff Judge Adveoate, through
utilization of the SJA Bulletin, individual counseling, snd staff visite to var-
ious unita mzterially comtributed to the more expeditious proocessing of variows
adrinistrative actions such as line of duty investigations, reports of survey, and

investigetions by boards of offioers.

(6) Initisl studies amd preparations wers made for the implementation of the
Hlitary Justios Aot of 1968. While this act dces not beoome effective mmtil 1
Angust 1969, a grest deal of prior plamning and ocordination, training, sd in-
struction are necessary due to major changes in military justios which will be
offacted by the new act.. The 3JA in conjunction with commanders, exeoutive of-
fiours, and edjutants of divisional units, prepared a hasioc plm of ilmplementa-
tion, made requisitions for new persomnsl, and trained oourt reporters and legai

clerks &8 nesded. .

d. () Intellizence
(1) Discussiom )

(a) General: This reporting pariod imnludes three distinat phases of
eneny aotivity. The first thase was a continuation of a period of inoreased in-
filtration and build-up vhich begam Jarnary 1969, This phase was terminated on
22 February with the initiation of widespread offensive activity known as the
Post-Tet Offmasive. There were conbinning high points of snemy sctivity until
the end of March., This is gemerally accepted as the date of the close of the
anomy 's Winter-Cempaign which began in early December 1968, The third phase,
whioch has extended from the begimming of 2ipril to the preawunt, could be olassi-
fied as a neer stand-down. During this period of decreased oconkact, agent and
PW/Hoi Chanh reports have indicated that the enemy has entered a period of re-
evaluation and selfwnritique for his failure to achieve eatablished goals.
Indications have been received that the enemy is plamning now for another of-
fensive, Since the initiation of disvussions in Paria, the ensmy has contiru-
ally geared his activity toward oporatiams having tha most political jwpact
such as ocapturiug US servioemen, attacking wenker Vietnamese oubtpesta, oon-

ducting sots of terrorism, and interdicting commmication routes. During the
firet stage of the winter-Jpring Gempaign in idag Ao, it wan chbviona that tha
aneny was sttempting to lay the ground work for another attack on Saigam, and
cther population oantars within the provings. Their main objectives were to
tie dowm U3 forxoes and to disrupt successful peoification etforts. The prin-
cipal Commmist goal within Dinh Tuong and Kiem Hoa Provinces wvas to inflict
maximum losses on US foroes. Some specifically stated objegtives were to ai-
taok My Tho, Oai Lay, Gai Be, Ben Tre, snd Ko Cay oities and to interdict the
"eople's Road” (Highway 4). OCaptured enemy doouments stated the enemy's over-
all objectives within the divimion TAOI were “to annihilate 60 per cent of the
sneny troops and destray 50 per .cemt of the enamy outpeeta; to liberate half
of the distriet seats and province sapitals and destroy the remaining half se
that va om eventually control thom all." i NIFSVN message, dated 29 Janu-
ary 1969, urged s strong Winter-Spring Campaign in order to strengihen the -
VC bargaining podition at the Paria Peacs Talks, Intalligemoe indisated that
the Viét Comg oonsldered 'a'kajor military effort essential in onder to sup-
port his peace delegatiom in Paria,

(b) Long in Province: Aotivity remained relatively moderats during the
first two weoks of Pebruary with iaolated attacks by fire comprising the
eneny‘’s main effort. However, indicatioms comtinued to bs received reflect-
ing a major enemy buildup., On 1 and 2 February 1969, the 24 Battalion, 60th
Infantry, uade omtact with a new infiltration group, the 4010, north of Thu
Thua, The contact resulted in 55 NVA killed, four PWs captured and two Hoi
Chanhs. The prisoners stated that thay had baem sent to SR-III to reinforoe
uits for the coming offensiva. Enemy activity continued to inerease and
there appeared to be little question that the enemy was planning a show of
foroe following his self-imposed; though often violated Tet Truce. On the
night of 14 ~ 15 Pebruary, the enemy attacked Binh Phuos with 10Tmm rookets,
mortars, BPGs, automatic weapons,; and small arms fire which resulted in two
US KIA; 22 US WIA;, and 9 YC KTA, On 19 Fehruary a Hoi Chanh raliied to Mili-
tary Advisory Team Number 69, He meported that he was the political officer
for the &h Battslion of SB-II and stated that the general offensive would
begin on 22 February at 2200H, .As predicted; a surge. of activity in the form
of intense mortsr and rockest attacks om military installations and population
ocmters throughout South Vietnam on.the night of 22 - 23 February marked the
start of the final phase of the Winter-Spring Campaign. The most significant
attack within the province on that evening was the attack on Tan An City in
whioh 22 107mm rockets were fired into the city. On 24 February & Hoi Chanh
from the lat Long An Battalion stated that his unit's mission was to move
into Saigom and attack the "Y" Bridge. On the following day, 25 February,
olements of 2-47 Infantry and 6-31 Infantry engaged an estimated VC company
spproximately five kms SW of Thu Tiua resulting in 31 VC KIA. The followirg
wesk aotivity deoreased, but reports contimued to indiecate that the 24 Long
in Battalion would move against Saigon during this offensive period. On

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11 Memah 10R0 annravimataiv 2 e novth af Binh Phnoa, A/2-47 Inf contacted an
unidentified VC force and killed 20., On 24 February, G/5-60 Inf apprshended
22 dotninool. 10 of \d\o- vere classified Pw. ‘l.'hroa of the PWs were believed
to be from %he 24 long &n Batialion, ous Lrom Lhe Daag Thiu Battalicn, ons from
the S01 Sapper Battalion and one from a 220 Battalion. The number of pri-
soners froa different units indicated the importance atill attached to the
area by the enemy. During the first two weeks of March, the ememy continued
o suffer hoavy losses while awaiting orders from COSVN o start the final
"Peak or Pulse" of activity. These losses the VC oould i1l afford. High
ranking members of tha main and loocal foroce. battalions wers baginning to zally
to the side of the government; a sure aign of detarioration of VC morale. A
key member of the SE-III Rear Sarvicas Organimation (Moul Hung) was killed
during this period, Large caches wem unsovaered, some containing new weapons
and supplies vhich further hampered the VI effoxt. There were indicatioms
that his goals remained the same ua before, to make a show of foree. Infil.
tration of replacements and supplies sontinued. On 16 ~ 19 March, 13 kms
north of V¢ Island, elements of the 34 Brigade oontasted an unknown sime unit
attempting to move along the Bo Bo Canal into long in. Following this con-
taot, 41 VC bodies littered the battlefield. On 1§ apd.18,March, ©Ws were
captured from the E-5 and K-4 Battalions,.lat NVA Regiment, confirming the
location of all three battalions of that unit in long 4n. On 25 March, sp-
proximately 7 kms southwest of Can Duoc, 24 Brigade ocatacted VC elements of
the 514B Battalion with results of 22 VC KIA and 1 PV gaptured. On 3 Mpril,
5 kms south of Ben Ius, the 2d Battaliom, 50th ARVN Regiment mada contact with
the K.5 Battalion of the let NVA Regiment. This.comtact resulted in 36 VC
KI4. VWeapors csptured included two EPGs, one EPG-2 RL, ane 12.7 AMI, md. Loux
AK-{s. Although sotivity within Long An.grestly. decreased. within the thimd
period of the quarter, the eneay gave ground relusimmtly. On B April, the
2-47 Infaniry Battalion contacted the K4 Battalion, killing 47 VC/MVA, Pri-
soners of War oaptured during thil period continued to r?m that several
~IIT and NVA units iwere locat®d within the Gia:Dinh ani Longvknsbordexr area,
however, major mnits were reported widely dispersed and attempting to avoid
contact, Betwoen 1 and 18 April, 17 107rm rockats were captured. The enenmy
fired another 18 on US und ABVHN positioms. On 14 ipril; the snemy initiated
overt offensive action against allied forces uhen the X4 Battalion, let NVA
Regiment attacked the 4th Battalion, 50th 'RVF Regiment, killing 18 ARVN and
wounding 22 ARVN and 20 civilians. Therv were pubsaquent attacks with the
K5 axd K6 Battalions on the 18tk and 26th of April respectively, howaver,
eneny initiated astivity decreascd notiseably. As the reporting period drew
to a close; intelligance continued Lo bo reseived whiech indicated thut in-
creased activity has been acheduled for the period between April and nid—Jn];.,
Jny inoreazed ao‘tiv:l.ty allogedl,y dapands .on_the Paiis Peace Talks.

Taong during the first.weak of February. Soattered contacts throughout the

[ Dong Tam had thres sepazate attacks by fire with only light friendly casualties.

Then on 22-23 February enexy.ocffensive atimoks by fire erupted throughout the

provinos and Division TAOI with Dong Tam and My Tho receiving 84 and 100 rounds

of mortar fire respectively. Acocording %o a Hoi Chanh and a PV from the 267B

Battalion, elemeis of the Dong Thap I and II Regiments, whioch ware to partiai-

pate in an attack on My Tho that night, had their plans diarupted by [riendly

operations. Another PV reportad that the 550 Battalion hsd crossed the My Tho

; River into Dinh Tuong and joimed with tha S514A and the 263 Battalions for thak
attack, The presmptive opergtioms. sonducted by the 9th Infantyy Division and
the 7th ARVM Division north and moxthwest of My Tho are beliaved to have thuarted
the enemy attacks. BSven gs these plans were set aside, however, the anemy con-
tinued to resupply and regroup for further offensive operations. On 6 March
norkh of Cal lay contact developed with the 4th Company of the 514C Batialion
and 43 of the enemy ware killed. The last Brigade continued to press the emewmy
and several oontacts developed which mesulted in significant enemy casualties.

. On 11-12 March 1969, ist Brigade contacted elements of the 261B Battalion near
Thanh Phu Villsge. Originally this contast was believed to have resulted in 57
VC KIi, but acoording to a prisoner of war captured by elements of the Tth ARVN
Division in April, the battalion (with a strength of 200) suffered 100 KIA snd
20 WIA and gnother 20 deserted or were missing. In addition; most of the unib's
haavy weapons wore lost. The unit reportedly withdrew into Kien Phong Province
at this time to regroup and recruit new membara, Mnothar largs aconbtach cccurred
on 16 March when 32 VC were killed 6 kms weat of Cai Lay. The 4th Battaliom,
39th Infantry pounded the 2614 mercilesaly om 23-24 March. A sweep of the bak-
tle ares ravealed over 140 enemy bodies, On 31 Margh, 11 kms aast of the Vagon
Wheel; the let Brigade contacted. scattered VU alaments and killed 34 of the
enemy. 'Throughout this periocd intelligsnos reports ware received which indlcated
that the enemy was entaring .a period of increased activity and a reorganizatiom
and reovaluation phese. As ths month of March drew %o a close, it became less
likely that the enemy could initiate a final "high point™ to ciose out his oum-
palgn. ldkewiase, it eppeared unlikely that a.coming "large scale” Suamer Of-
fensive would develop. More oredible were Agent Reports which indicated a re-
sumption of "Post May 68" evasive tactics (referred to as the "Puc. Dacisica")
coupled with an attemps to inflict maximum casualties on US persannal and damage
the GVX's ocause as much as possible, On 9 April 1962, sontact was made with ~
the Kien Tuong 504 Batialion.seven kus .northwest of My Phucs Tay vhich resulted
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in 31 V0 'killed, This was the last contact with & major unit in Vinn Tuemy @iz ing
the reporting pariod. One of the most nignificant developments of this pariod was
the reorganizaiion aid Tealignmant of enewy farces. Doouments and PVs omfiraed
the reassignment of the 267B Battalion to the Doxg Thap II Regiment. Although
‘ha exacts dats of this organizaticn is not known, it probably took place early

in Pebruary 1969 in preparation for the Post Tet Offensive (PWs have also re-
ported that the 5140 Provincinal Battalion has been mpsraded and made part of the
Dong Thap I Regiment; however, there is no gorroborwting evidenoe at this time).
Bqually significant as to enemy intentions wes the oomsolidation of KR.II ax%il-
lery mits under the Binh Dus Artillery Uni% and the formation of a Binh Duo
front in the Dong Tam area. A similiar omsolidation way effected by the organ-
1zation of the 341 MF Sapper Battalion of MB-IT with the 332X, 334X, and 338K
Sapper Compantes forming subordinate olemsmts. The lank of ocontaocts with major
mits and the significantly deoressed activity further oonfirmed reports that

this phase of the offensiva was cme of & near stand down, Huemy forces remainad
genarally dispersed in company size or smaller unite attempting to avoid com-
tm*o

. (4) Kien Boa Province: As the fires phaso of the reporting period begmn,
reports wers received from Kien Hoa that oivilian laborers were being foroed
to assist the VC units in their pre-offensive movement of supplies. Heporis in-
dionted that the 516, 560, and 550 Battalioms snd the 5% IF Couwpany vould be
used in an attack on Bem Tre City., Mo Cay was also reported to be a major tar-
get of the VO, On 11 February, a 120 - 200 aan unit of an NVA Babttalion was

reported four kms southwest of long Tam. A report was received vhich indicated

that the VO were massing for an sitmok scheduled 4o begin bafore Tet and last.
until 29 Pebruary. On 20 Pebruary 1969, elenents of 3~47 Infantry operaijng

in northwestern Giong Trom Distriok contaoted an unidentified easmy foroe of wn~-
known size. Oomtact comtinued for five hours resulting in 9 US KI4, 10 US WHA,
and 90 VC KIA, It was later determined that thé contact had been with the main
hody of the 516 Battalion, Interrogation of PWs revealed that the 516 Bat~
talion, m contaoting US forses, had baen completely lwgp:ciued. in its movemant
toward Ben Tre for the offensive which was to begin 22-23 Fehruary. The 580

IF Company whioch had come into the area to support the 5160k withdrew into ivs
owa area of oparatioms (Binh Dai Distrios) bessuse, ss a PW later stated, the

- 516 Battalion fled to the west along t.e Ba Lal River and another moved to the

southvest in an attempt to avoid the 23 Brigadey, 9th Infantry Divisiom. Re-

ports ocontinned to be received, however; that the rnemy, with a new front or-
ganization of the 1st Battle Group, was sontinuing plans for the final phase

of the Winter-3pring Offensive. Intelligence reports continued throughout
March to indicate the presence of several new umite in Kien Hoa Provinss. The

C66 Artillery Company was one new unit mentioned. In this area enemy montact

wsh at un all-time low; however sporadic contaots continued. throughout the srea.
Prisoners of War, almost all of vhom were local guerrillas, indicated that a

As the biqrole was throwm into m neaiby ditch
it exploded, injuring a small ohild, later, near the lake in front of the
3econd Brigade Conmand Post, another biayole loaded with G-~4 was found, On
21 March, the 24 Brigads coutacted a VC element north of Ben Tre almng the
Ba lai River which ramulted in 40VUCKTA.It is believed that the mnit omtacted
was the 516 Battalion. On 22 and 24 March 2 Brigads elememis oontacted VC
slenents which resulted in 40 and 17 VC KIA respactively. No unit was identi-
fied, As the second phase ended on 31 March, 3-47 Infantry killed 27 YO in
sporadic contacts mortheast of Ban Tre near the Ba Lei River. On 9 April 1969,
s command detonated 750 pound bomb mine exploded only ninutes after US ele-
ments passed over it on Route 175 in Truc Gimg Distrios. No me was injured.
Reports indicated that the enemy would avoid contact while comtinuing his har-
assaent against US gnd OVN forces. After 1 ipril 1969, thers were no major
units contsoted. During the week of 14 ipril intelligenos reports wore received
placing the 516 Battalion in Giong Trom Distriot with the mission to harass
suall oubposts and dlsrupt US river traffic.

(s) Go Cong Provinoe: 0o Cong Provinoce was ralatively quiet at the begin-
ning of the reporting period. Reports were received that the 263 Hattalion and
the S14B Battalion were operating with locsl forces; with the mission of attack-
ing distriot cspitals and ARVN outposts. On 22-23 February, Vinh Binh received
22 rounds of 82mm mortar flre. Mortar fire and small arms firy a3 well as suto-
matio weapons fire were racsived by numerous FPF outposis throughout the pro-
vinos on that night. Thréughout the remainder of February aad the first of
March, reports continued %0 indisate Hoa Dong District as a principal target
for the VC., On 21 March six romnds of 82um mortar again fell on Vinh Binh,
Countermortar was fired, killing five VC. Two PWs from the 514B Provincial
Battalion were captused. They stated that the unit was understrength and had
only 150 men. On 8 April 1969,a VC platoon attacked a Popular Forces outpost
at Xom Woung Su (w) resulting in 9 PP killed, four wounded and two Vietnamese
oivilians killed, One of the dead oiviliuns had been a village ohief. On
13 April 1963, 24 Brigade inserted into the Coconut Grove in Hoa Dung Digtrict.
In a saries of cantacts, U3 elements accounted for 12 VO KIA, Operatioms oon-
tinued for two days in Hoa Dong District by eleaments of the 24 Brigada, The
month closed without significant enemy of{snsive operations. The enemy contin-
ded to harass small outposts and use direct fire wespons against stronger posi-
tions.

(b) The CI Section, 9th MI ~ stachment, through its contact with Provine
oieal Phoenix Wbmitteis is able to provide VCI targets for the division. These
targets will norally take three forms: perishable; long range perishabdble;
and oollective. Perighable targets usvally arc based on a 9ingle reliable ro-
port and must be acted upon rapidly. The collective targst i based upon
numerous reports and usually results in a cowmbined operation with US/ARVN per-
sonngl, The target area will usually be a hamlet or village. Gatharing in-
telligence on this type of target requires more time than that axpended on
other typss. DOuring this period, the GI Seoctfou has passed the following num-
bor of YCI targets to tho brigedes: lst Brigade - 18 targets; 24 Brigade -
45 targets; and the 3 Brigade - 14 targets.

(c) The Aivision Interrogation Section processed a total of 1738 detain-
o8 during this reporting period, Of this total 3)7 were classified Innocent
Civilians, 813 were classified Civil Defendants, 340 were classified PWs, and
185 were classified Hoi Chanhs., In addition, the section procossed 243 batches
of captured doovments, 132 of whioh were of tactiocal value. The section alaeo
processed approximately 275 pounds of captured materiel, consisting primarily
of Viet Oong clothing amd equipment,

(d) Long Range Patrol Activities: During the reporting period, Company
E, 75th Infantxy (Renger) continued its mission of barmasing and interdicting
the Viet Cong deep within kekong Delta Base ireas. Division Rangers wore em-
ployed from f-xward locations in separate brigade areas. At present two six.-
men patrols are being employed from the lst Brigade camp at Fire Support Base
Danger in Dinh Tumng Province; three six-man patrols employed out of Dong Tam
in support of the 24 Brigade in Kien Hoa Provinoe} thred six-man patrols sm-
Sloyasd from the 34 Brigade camp at Tan Mnj; and four eix-man teams are employasd
out of Dong Tam in support of Division oparations. The company (minus) remains
at the Division Main at Dong Tam. As of 1 Pebruary 1969, 244 patrols have been

1969, with the emplacement mnd astivation of four target strings totalling 15
sensors, Since that time, the program has grown to its present lovel of 12
atrings of 41 sensore. The division is empioying four types of asensors cur-
rently within the Duffel Bag Program inventory: The Accoustioal Buoy (ACOUPBOY),
the minihture Hmd-emplaced Jeismic Intrusion Detector (MINISID), the Magnetic
Intrusion Detector (MAGID), and the Ground Seismic Intrusion Detector (GSID).
The sensors are deployed in combination, forming target strings, In oxder to
inorease the probability of deteotiom by exploiting the particular advantages
of each type of sensor. The target strings are capable of providing "real-
time" information on the number and direstion of enemy parsonnel moving slong
the trail or canal route where tha sensors have been ompleced, Tactical re-
action to the 'real time" intelligenoce provided by the activation of sunsor tar-
get atrings is cmtrolled by the brigades through the Brigade Tactical Opera-
tione Canter. Depending on the nature of the target detected and the asuets
available, the brigale ocan effectively react to sensor targets by trcop inasertions;
artillexy fire; air cavalry; or a combination of these means. The only limita-
tion on tactical reaction is that the taugets detactod arc moving and highly
porisbable.

The Binh Dus RD team utilizes
the 6~31st Infant:, medic and one of their own team members, who is presently
training. Combined pacification teams such as this are an example of a good
oooparative effort by US units and RVH units and organisations and demomsizate to
the pewple the sincexity of both governments. . .

This procedure
saves considerable time during the course of a radio sonversation and is clearly
consistent with the principle 'keep each transmission as short and to the polnt
as pogsidle. On 3 Apridl 1969, the Division Signal Office published a letter,
the "Rew Straight line Enorypliion System™. This system is deaigned for use
with the exsting KAC-Q series numeral codes and allows effective one line

‘enoryption. Hopefully this new system will eliminase the use of unorthodox,

illegal straight line systems which have been used extensively in the past.

n 18 Jpril 1969, all of the Division's ¢ommanders heard the Division Signal

Officer stress the importance of proper FH frequency interferace reporting.
This has remained a oritical point during each ORLL reporting perlod. The lack
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of . sufficient number of discrete Irequencies comLined wiin iiw wiorthpddx
sharing of all frequencies wita WitVN forces creates an ocousionally static en-
virenment. On 29 April 1969,the Division received notification that 24 AN/
R0-142s would be delivered to Dong Tam within the next month. .This will
bring the division up to its authorized number on-hand apd w;il permit
brigades to have their own RATT nets effsctive in May.
